When we came to the River, 
(which we had a hundred Leagues to go up, before we came 
into the River, which was the occaſion of our having a lon 
Paſſage, but at length we got up to it ;) a Council was call 
to think what was to be done, It was a +That the 
Soldiers ſhould be put aſhore upon a Beach about two Miles 
from the Town, and to get as near the Town as we could, 
and to Encamp that night, for there was a River between 
us and the Town, that was Knee deep at low Water, 
which we were to go over tothe Town : and in the night - 
they were to ſend in ſome ſmall Vellels that had Guns, with 
Ammunition and Proviſion for us, and to bring our Field- 
ieces aſhore with them, to ſecure our Paſſage over the 
ver; and when we were over the River, then the four 
t Ships ſhould fall upon the Town to Batter ir. Accor- 
dingly we landed, I _ the firſt Field-Officer aſhore. 
We about 1200 Men, and as ſoon as we came 
aſhore, at the fide of the Beach, was a *Swam
